After long negotiation and many 
discouragements the Chamber of 
Commerce has received from the 
state highway department a permit 
for the erection of illuminated signs 
with the name “Sierra Madre” across 
the Foothill boulevard at the foot of 
Sierra Madre and Baldwin avenues. 

Desirability of such signs is ap¬ 
parent' to everyone and has been 
suggested often as a brilliant and 
supposedly original idea. Usually 
the person suggesting it was un¬ 
aware of the difficulties in the way, 
which have now been overcome—all 
but the expense. Now they will have 
a chance to show how much they 
really think of the idea. It may 
cost about $2000 for erection and 
one year’s maintenance, according to 
Secretary Floyd. After the first year 
the cost would be about $600 an¬ 
nually. Now that the permit has 
been secured, ways and means will 
be arranged as soon as possible.

Despite the fact that almost 65,000 
acres of land in Los Angeles county 
were taken out of cultivation and put 
into subdivisions, the Los Angeles 
county agricultural crop for this year 
will score a gain of about $3,500,000, 
says the December issue of the 
Southern California Business. This 
will bring the crop for 1023 up to a 
total of 63,180,183, again placing 
Los Angeles at the head of the list 
in value of agricultural products in 
the United States. This year’s total 
will be about $5,600,000 greater than 
the figure for 1921, which was also 
a banner year. 

This year’s shipment or oranges 
from Southern California and for the 
state was the largest that has ever 
gone forward. The state total was 
50,964 cars of which Southern Cali¬ 
fornia supplied 43,180 cars. Of the 
total citrus shipments of 59,702 cars, 
of both oranges and lemons, South¬ 
ern California shipped 51,659 cars. 
In other words, our lemon shipments 
were 8,479 cars for Southern Califor¬ 
nia, making a total from the rest of 
the state, 359 cars. 

Against Odds 

The great agricultural gains for 
Los Angeles county were scored in 
I spite of the fact that much land had 
been held out of cultivation on ac¬ 
count of speculation. By this is 
meant that some investors have 
placed their money in agricultural 
lands and have held it for a raise 
and passed it on through another 
speculative purchaser who has done 
the same thing. There are parcels

of good fertile land that have been 
held out of cultivation for periods of 
from one to three years just through 
these manipulations. 

But with all these speculative acts 
and the subdividing of land, the 
money pouring into the pockets of 
Los Angeles county land owners have 
broken continuous records. 

One of the reasons for this is cred¬ 
ited to the establishment of coop¬ 
erative marketing measures which 
have given the farmer an induce¬ 
ment to make his acres produce their 
limit. 

Also the breaking up of large acre¬ 
ages which were indifferently farmed 
and placing them into small units 
which are made to do their utmost, 
has contributed no small part to 
the general gain, and according to 
Dr. George P. Clements, head of the 
agricultural department of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce, “a 
better quality of agricultural brains 
has been placed on the farm." 

Received Advice 

Another contributing cause to the 
gain in agricultural output has been 
the Los Angeles Farm Bureau, who, 
through teachings, demonstrations,

the unusual varieties, and the pro¬ 
geny of the great vine. 

After consultations with Mr. and 
Mrs. Fennel and Ward’s Nursery, 
the estimate of three hundred vines 
growing here, about half of which 
being progeny of the Fennel vine is 
offered as conservative. 

The Survey 

A charmingly effective Fennel vine 
covers almost the entire east side of 
the Osgood home ami reaches far 
up the flag pole. Last spring pink 
ivy geraniums grew in profusion up 
into the vine, calling forth admiring 
comments from the hosts of visitors 
calling during Mrs. Osgood’s illness. 
The beauty of this combination 
caused the City Beautiful committee 
to recommend its use. 

A trio of Fennel vines on North 
Lima is noteworthy. One at 225 
North Lima, the Bassett place, cov¬ 
ers the front porch and cascades i 
from the top of a thirty foot cypress j 
tree in a riot of lavender loveliness 
and fragrance. Across the street 
another has for years covered a 
sizeable arbor, but is temporarily in 
poor condition. Next door on what 
was formerly the W. E. Doty home 
Mr. Fennel and others of the City 
Beautiful committee used the beauti¬ 
ful vine to illustrate Mr. Fennel’s 
recommendations. Ample wires to 
pergolas and posts were provided and 
pink ivy geraniums planted at ev¬ 
ery post. The new owner, Mr. Dyer,, 
offered ready co-operation, planting 
pink geraniums in the park way and 
a lippia repens lawn. The FenneL 
vine at the Potter home on West 
.Highland, planted twelve years ago 
by Miss Hersa Lea, is one of the 
most beautiful in the city, covering 
with dense shade in the summer a 
generous area, and sending long run¬ 
ners heavy with blossoms from thir¬ 
ty to forty feet. Another progeny 
planted by Mr. Arthur Johnson, Jr., 
was remarkable for heavy blooming 
in the second year. 

Nine years ago Mrs. Fennel urged 
. systematic planting of wislaria. The 
late Mr. Walker accepted some seed 
and planted them in pots. He gave 
some of the little plants to neigh¬ 
bors, three being planted in what are 
now the J. W. Jamison grounds, and 
these vines are fine examples of the 
fidelity to type characteristic of Fen¬ 
nel seedlings, one of them covering a 
tall tree with its short heavy clus¬ 
ters.
